dissolute

AotonouR. 
She turned off with thn 


greatest facility and abandon a great 
number of plays, novels, poems, letters, 
sketchis, eic., disfigured by an impurity

conception and an 
indecency of 


language quite beyond parallel, evan in 
that middle of the licentious renais- 
sance. Dryden bestowed upon her writ- 
ings tbe highest and warmest eulogies, 
but they are so outrageous in tone that 
they could scarcely be read in this nge, 
eicept in the most abandoned circles. 
Even Pope, who was not a prude, said 
of her: 


" Tho stage how loosely does Antroa troAd, 


Who fairly puts all characters tu bed."

They ought to he suppressed, without

Dean Swift, Fielding aud Smollett, ull 
except the first, outrageously indecent— 
j>s indeot nt as the women. The fact Is 
that in almost all the novels of the 
eii?htaenth centnry, which nmBt bo ta- 
ken as a reflection of the age, "Ljve 
degenerated into a mere animal passion, 
and every woman is compelled to guard 
her chastity, if, indeed, she oares to re- 
gard it at all, against a man who in al- 
ways a sworn enemy of her virtue." 
The language of thu characters abounds 
iu oaths end vulgarity, and to swear 
loudly and drink deeply were the com- 
mon attributes of fashionable as well as 
vulgar life.
